4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest .a terminal electrode forming 
method for chip-style electronic components whereby a film having an adhesive is utilized to 
manipulate a coating process for terminal ends as well as the fact that the drying step is 
performed on the area in which the coated paste is adhered to. The prior art teaches an adhesive 
but no recitation of a film having the adhesive thereon. The prior art teaches convection heating 
in an oven but fails to teach heating "mainly" the area having paste thereon, i.e. localized 
heating.
